FRANCE NOT OVERARMED 
There is still talk in Washington .of putting American 
pressure on Europe to bring about land disarmament. This 
talk proceeds on the theory, announced some time ago by Sen­ 
ator McCormick, that the American taxpayer has become con­ 
scious that he is paying for Europe's military establishments. 
A i always there is the intimation that France is holding up a 
settlement of Europe’s debts by maintaining an abnormally 
big and costly army. 
The French army is not now unreasonably large. More­ 
over, it is being reduced. Under the new military law, which 
shortened the conscription period to eighteen months, the army 
in France and on the Rhine will consist of 450,000 men, 370,- 
000 French and 80,000 colonials. The troops in t]^e French pos­ 
sessions will number 220,000, 70,000 French and 150,000 
natives. The grand total is 670,000 men. In the years before 
the war the grand total was 957,000. 
$ 
After 1925, when the one-year 
conscription 
term goes 
into effect, the army in France and on the Rhine will be cut to 
330,000 and the oversea forces to 170,000, giving a grand total 
of 500,000. 
This is a moderate Sized army considering France’s ex­ 
posed position and her almost undivided responsibility for the 
enforcement of the Versailles treaty. Her Rhine divisiones are 
the only real sanction left behind that instrument. Germany 
would smash it to pieces in a minute if France didn’t stand 
guard at the gateway to the Ruhr. 
Germany owes us more than $250,000,000 for occupation 
expenses. She has engaged to pay this sum through the repa­ 
ration commission, whose right arm for collection is the French 
arm y. France owes us $3,000,000,000 for war advances. But
